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Dental Health Service for Dependent or Neglected 
Children Under Agency Care

METHODS OF PAYMENT 


A satisfactory method of payment 
for dental health services for de- 
pendent and neglected children who 
are under the care of private and pub- 
lie agencies has been a serious and 
vexing problem to the administrators 
of these agencies. Dental health 
services, as other health and welfare 
services, are necessarily limited by 
the availability of funds, whether 
they be private or public funds. As 
a result dental care for these children 
all too often is limited to emergency 
treatment for pain, meaning the fre- 
quent removal of the offending tooth 
or teeth with no consideration for 
correction of other existing dental 
defeets. Al) children, including the 
dependent or neglected child, have a 
right to good health, which certainly 
ineludes good dental health. In order 
to provide adequate dental health 
services, cooperation between the 
agency and the dental profession in 
establishing satisfactory reimburse- 
ment methods is essential. 

The need for assistance in setting 
up adequate payment methods has 
been expressed by several child care 
agency administrators. Hence, the 
purpose of this discussion will be to 
explore several methods of providing 
payment for dental health services by 
these agencies. 

An agency, as used in this discus- 
sion, may be defined as an organiza- 
tion under public or private auspices,

which has as its purpose the care of 
dependent or neglected children. A 
dependent child is one who lacks 
parental or substitute parental care 
and must receive this care from a so- 
cial agency in a foster home or an 
institution. Such lack of parental 
care may result from death or de- 
sertion of the child’s own parents. A 
neglected child is one who receives 
unsatisfactory care from his own 
parents or guardians, such care hav- 
ing been determined by court action 
to be detrimental to the welfare of 
the child. The court therefore orders 
the removal of the child by an agency 
to a foster home or an institution. 

An exhaustive search has revealed 
no published study which has con- 
cerned itself with payment for dental 
services for these children. Without 
a doubt there have been many hours 
of thought devoted to this problem of 
payment and many local agreements 
have been made between administra- 
tors and the dentists giving the serv- 
ice. This discussion is directed to the 
many administrators who have diffi- 
culty in presenting satisfactory pay- 
ment methods to the dental profession 
for their approval. 

Three bases of payment may be 
utilized to reimburse dentists for their 
professional services. They are: 

A) TIME—which ineludes pay- 
ment by annual salary, per ses- 
sion, per hour or on a retainer 
basis. 

B) FEE FOR SERVICE—which 
provides payment for each serv- 
ice provided by the dentist— 








e.g., per filling or per extrac- 
tion. 

C) CAPITATION—by which the 
agency pays so much per time 
unit (month or year) for each 
child under care, for whom the 
dentist agrees to provide cer- 
tain types of dental care if and 
when they are needed. 

These bases of payment will be dis- 
cussed individually in relation to the 
ease load of a fictitious child care 
agency. 

If we make a major assumption 
that the dental requirements of de- 
pendent and neglected children do not 
essentially differ from the children of 
Richmond, Indiana,’ we can estimate 
that the children coming under the 
care of an agency for the first time 
will average at least 5 decayed perma- 
nent teeth per child and that each 
child will require a minimum of 3 
dental man-hours to complete the 
initial treatment. For an agency 
with a case load of 100 children, this 
means 500 decayed permanent teeth 
and at least 300 dental man-hours of 
treatment. However, it must be re- 
membered that these estimates will be 
low because of the circumstances 
under which these children come 
under care and because we are con- 
sidering only one phase of a complete 
dental health service. It would be 
expected that routine annual treat- 
ment of each child, after the initial 
series of treatment, would require 
fewer dentist man-hours. However, 
the total dentist man-hours will 
probably not differ greatly each year 
due to the constant influx of children 
who have had little or no previous 
dental treatment. 


TIME BASIS OF PAYMENT 
Payment of services on a basis of 
time expended administering the 


services is often the basis of cost jp 
the private dental office as well ag jp 
community or state clinics? The 
dentist is paid for his services by a 
annual salary, so much per session o 
per hour or, he is paid on a retainer 
basis. The retainer is usually re 
served for the services of a specialist 
whose skills are only in occasion) 
demand. 

The time basis of payment is par. 
ticularly well adapted for agencies 
which maintain institutions for the 
care of children. If the institution 
supplies space, dental equipment and 
supplies, the agency should have littk 
difficulty locating a qualified dentist 
who will provide his services for a 
hourly fee on a part time basis! 

If our fictitious agency should 
maintain an institution with a dental 
clinic as part of the health facilitie 
it would require a total of 300 hour 
to restore an estimated 500 decayed 
teeth. If a dentist should agree t 
furnish care on the basis of 12 hour 
per week at a rate of $6.00 per hour, 
it would cost the agency $1800.0 
over a 25 week period to furnish the 
necessary dental treatment. 

Obviously this presents budgetary 
advantages and, as well, avoids any 
transportation problems or the use 0 
highly skilled social workers a 
chauffeurs, which might be envisioned 
if the children from the institution 
were taken to private dental offices. 


The clinic dentist would be expected 


to furnish all care needed to maintain

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the dental health of the children in 
the institution. Care required beyond 
his training would be purchased from 
the necessary specialists on a fee- 
for-service basis. 

FEE-FOR-SERVICE PAYMENT 

Fee-for-service is a method of pay- 
ment whereby the agency provides 
payment for each service provided by 
the dentist. This type of payment 
can be adapted to particular require- 
ments—whether the child is in an 
institution or foster home. The care 
ean be provided in either an institu- 
tion or the private dental office. 

This type of payment is the same as 
that in use today by the Veterans 
Administration. It utilizes partici- 
pating dentists and a maximum fee 
schedule. It requires the whole- 
hearted cooperation of the agency di- 
rectors and the local dental societies 
in determining the maximum fees to 
be paid and the manner in which the 
participating dentists are to be se- 
lected. 

The fee-for-service payment is a 
useful means of obtaining dental serv- 
ice when the children under the care 
of the agency are distributed over a 
wide area, such as a county. If this 
should be the case, the agency should 
secure several dentists who are will- 
ing to participate under the fee sched- 
ule and who are practicing in strategic 
locations in the county. 

Budgeting under a fee-for-service 
type of program is difficult indeed. 
Each dentist would submit an esti- 
mated cost of the treatment required 
by each child for approval by the 
agency director and the dental con- 
sultant. 

A consulting dentist should be em- 
ployed by the agency to confirm the 
diagnosis and prognosis of the partici- 
pating dentist. It must always be re- 


membered that the agency director is 
not qualified to pass judgment upon 
any oral diagnosis. The director’s 
decision is that of determining 
whether sufficient funds are available 
for treatment. 

Fee schedules in use at the present 
time by the Veterans Administration 
and by the Bureau of Vocational Re- 
habilitation, Commonwealth of Penn- 
sylvania, can be obtained by writing 
to the appropriate governmental 
office. 

CAPITATION BASIS OF PAYMENT 

Capitation is a type of payment in 
which the agency agrees to pay so 
much per time unit, usually by the 
year or by the month, for each child 
under care. For this remuneration 
the dentist agrees to provide certain 
type of dental care for each child if 
and when this care is required. 

This type of payment would prob- 
ably be the most expensive, but it 
would also be the easiest payment 
method for the director of the agency 
to budget. 

An agency with 100 children under 
care in one locality where there is 
no transportation problem might find 
a dentist to contract for the care of 
the children at so much per child per 
year. It is unlikely that the cost 
would be less than $30.00 per year 
per child, since the most efficient 
dental office still has an overhead of 
at least $5.00 per operating hour. If 
we assume each child requires three 
dental man hours to complete his oral 
care, the minimum amount acceptable 
by the dentist would probably be 
about $10.00 per hour. At $30.00 per 
year per child this would require a 
dental budget of $3000.00 which is a 
rather sizable amount to most child 
care agencies. This would amount to 
$250.00 per month for 100 children 
under care. 








CONCLUSIONS 


Three methods of payment for 
dental care have been discussed. It 
is believed by the writer that the 
methods of payment by time and fee- 
for-service are most feasible to a 
child care agency. 


The fee-for-service method of pay- 
ment is the best method for an 
agency which has its children under 
care in foster homes which may be 
located over a wide area. If trans- 
portation of the children to an office 
is a problem, it would be best to have 
several participating dentists in the 
area, 


If the agency maintains an institu- 
tion, the most economical method of 
providing and paying for dental serv- 
ice is the time method. Here the insti- 
tution provides the neecssary equip- 
ment and supplies and the dentist is 
paid by the hour for his services. The 
approximate initial cost of setting 
up a dental clinic with new equip- 
ment, new hand instruments and the 
necessary supplies will be in the 





neighborhood of $7500.00. Mam 
dental supply houses will grant q 1) 
or 12% discount on equipment api 
supplies to non-profit institutions anj 
governmental agencies. This high 
initial cost could be reduced by the 
purchase of reconditioned equipment 
rather than new equipment. 

In setting up any method of pay. 
ment for dental care, the ageney ¢- 
rector and representatives of the local 
dental society should confer and de 
termine policies of the program 
They should select a consulting dep- 
tist, determine the maximum fees ani 
decide upon the manner in which the 
participating dentists would be 
lected. Small problems will aris 
occasionally which must be settle 
on an individual basis. 

The agency which operates a dental 
health service in close cooperation 
with the local dental profession and 
which has a fair method of payment 
for dental services, will eventually hk 
the agency which provides the best 
in dental health services for the chil- 
dren under its care.

Dr. Robert W. McNulty, Dean of 
the School of Dentistry, University 
of Southern California (Los Angeles) 
was elected President of the American 
Association of Dental Schools at its 
Thirty-Sixth Annual Session held in 
March in San Francisco. Other offi- 
cers elected by the Association were 
Dr. Raymond J. Nagle, Dean, Col- 
lege of Dentistry, New York Univer- 
sity (New York City), President- 
Elect and Dr. Lester W. Burket, 
Dean, Thomas W. Evans Museum and 
Dental Institute School of Dentistry, 
University of Pennsylvania (Philadel- 
phia), Vice-President. Dr. George 
W. Teuscher, Dean of Northwestern 
University Dental School (Chicago) 
and Dr. Harry Lyons, Dean, School 
of Dentistry, Medical College of Vir- 
gina (Richmond) were elected to 
continuing membership on the Execu- 
tive Council of the Association, and 
Dr. 0. M. Dresen, Dean, School of 
Dentistry Marquette University (Mil- 
waukee) and Dr. Maurice J. Hickey, 
University of Washington School of 
Dentistry (Seattle) were named to 
new positions on the Executive Coun- 
cil, the managing body of the Associa- 
tion. Mr. Reginald H. Sullens (Chi- 
cago) was appointed Secretary- 
Treasurer of the Association and Dr.

Dr. John E. Buhler, Dean, Emory 
University School of Dentistry (At- 
lanta) and Dr. Francis J. Conley, 
Professor, School of Dentistry, Uni- 
versity of Southern California (Los 
Angeles) were nominated to member- 
ship on the American Dental Associa- 
tion Council on Dental Education and

The Association voted approval of 
a complete revision of its Constitution 
and Bylaws which are now patterned 
substantially after the organizational 
structure of the American Dental As- 
sociation. Each of the 48 members of 
the Association, representing the ap- 
proved dental schools in the United 
States and Canada, elects two mem- 
bers to the House of Delegates, the 
governing body of the Association. 
At the first meeting of the new House 
of Delegates, it was voted to seek 
incorporation of the Association prob- 
ably in the state of Illinois. The 
Central Office of the Association is 
located in Chicago, Illinois at 840 
North Lake Shore Drive. 

Among actions voted by the repre- 
sentatives of dental education in the 
United States and Canada was a reso- 
lution acclaiming the 100th anniver- 
sary of the American Dental Associa- 
tion. The American Association of 
Dental Schools also went on record 
urging the Congress of the United 
States to continue and increase the 
support of all aspects of dental re- 
search activity under the program of 
the National Institute of Dental Re- 
search. 

Announcement was made of a 
$5,000 grant to the Association by the 
Fund for Dental Education for the 
purpose of supporting projects and 
conferences planned by the Associa- 
tion during 1959. 

Fourteen Conference Sessions de- 
voted to various segments of the den- 
tal curriculum were attended by more 
than 500 dental educators from 
schools throughout the United States. 








History 

A white female, aged 35, consulted 
me in October, 1956, because of 
spacing of her upper front teeth and 
an increased overbite. 

She had lived in Iowa until 1951. 
In that year she moved to Erie, 
Pennsylvania, a coastal] area, where 
she remained for two years; in 1954 
she moved to Lewistown, an inland 
area. She had an acute maxillary 
sinusitis in December, 1955. Symp- 
toms included frequent headaches, 
“swollen upper gums,” tinnitus, loss 
of smell and taste, and general 
malaise. Additional typical rheumatic 
symptoms were a sore left arm, pain- 
ful and swollen left wrist, and tender 
infra-orbital and frontal areas; she 
noticed a “lump” under the left side 
of her mandible. She had not noticed 
any swelling of her feet. 

During her attack, she was forced 
to remove two rings from her left 
ring finger because of an extreme 
tightness, and these were kept off all 
winter. She also wore one ring on 
her right ring finger, but had no need 
to remove it then. 

She was successfully treated for 
her sinusitis by an otorhinolaryngolo- 
gist, her recovery was complete and 
there had been no recurrence of the 
disease up to the date she consulted 
me. However, she said that she 
noticed her upper front teeth spread- 
ing almost overnight in January, 1956. 
She said that these spaces are the 
same size as originally observed and 
that they have never closed or en- 
larged. 

Exomineation 

Examination showed approximately 
'4 mm. of space present bilaterally

Treatment 
No orthodontic treatment was indi- 
cated. The patient was not dis 
pleased with the spaces, and they 
were in no way marring her appear- By 
ance; the increased overbite was in- 
significant. 





Discussion 

Acromegaly may be produced by 
conditions which stimulate the acido- 
philic cells in the anterior portion of 
the pituitary gland, such as emo 
tional shock, tumor and _ infection 
Toxemia rather than emotional shock 
or tumor, is the most common stimt- 
lant. Bacterial toxins may invade the 
pituitary gland in two ways: either 
directly from the sphenoid sinuses, or 
indirectly through the general cireu- 
lation by penetrating the cervical 
lymph nodes and then entering the 
thoracic duct and heart. 

Although this case presents the 
effects of an attack of acute maxillary 
sinusitis, it is believed that chronic

Football Mouth Guards Successful 


The guards were made of two dif- 
ferent materials, one was molded 
latex, and the other type was a harder 
plastic material called Impak. Half 
of the players were fitted specially 
with the latex guard at a special 
“project mouth piece” program at the 
University of Pennsylvania in Au- 
gust. The boys fitted at the Temple 
Dental School received the plastic 
mouth guard. 


The guards protect the teeth by 
holding both jaws in one firm posi- 
tion, and not permitting them to be 
banged against each other, Dr. 
Cohen said. He added that con- 
cussions were prevented for much the 
same reason. Concussions caused by 
football injuries usually result from 
the lower jaw being jammed back and 
up toward the lower rear section of 
the skull. The mouth guard appar- 
ently prevents this, or limits the 
jamming by being held in the teeth, 
Dr. Cohen added. 
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The flood of business news recently 
has all been on the favorable side. 

Industrial production, as measured 
by the Federal Reserve Board index, 
advanced to a new all-time high in 
March. This index is based on physi- 
‘al units, which means it is not in- 
fluenced by changes in prices and 
that it uses the average of 1947-49 
as a bose of 100. The March figure 
was 147, two points above February, 
and 21 points above the recession low 
in Anri!

In terms of production on an over- 
all basis, the recession is, generally 
speaking, a thing of the past. There 
still are some industries which have 
not fully recovered, but they are 
declining in number each month. 

Private housing starts, which 


showed a decline on a seasonally ad- 
justed annual basis in both January 
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and February, rose to 1,390;0% 
March. This is the highest figure 
a March since 1955, and pretty 
eliminates any question as to whe 
or not 1959 is going to be a» 
housing year. This is especially 
since both applications for Feds 
Housing Administration commitm 
and requests for Veteran Administ 
tion appraisals also revealed a 4 
tinued upswing in March. Totaly 
construction in March was also ay 
high. This resulted from pr 
commercial activity and _ ineres 
publie construction. 

Personal income in March 
$368.5 billion, $3 billion above f 
ruary, and for the first quarter 
total was $17 billion above the » 
quarter of 1958. Practically all off 
March increase was in wages 
silaries. Average manufaet 
hourly wages increased from $22 
$2.21, and the average work week 
creased slightly. Agricultural ine: 
which had held steady in January: 
February, rose $200 million in Mi 
which lifted it, on a seasonally 
justed annual basis, to $17.4 bill 
Transfer payments, which com 
mainly of old age benefit and ve 
payments, were the same as in kt 
ruary—$26.1 billion on an am 
basis. 

In March retail trade, season 
adjusted, rose 1 per cent above 
level of last December. Automol 
sales picked up more than normal 
this time of year and gave rene 
confidence to the forecast that | 
will be at least a 5.5 million cary 
In fact an officer of one of the!

Business inventories definitely 
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turned and now are on the upgrade. 
The liquidation of inventories began 
Min the final quarter of 1957 and 
reached its peak rate in the first quar- 
ter of 1958. In that quarter we were 
miiving “off the shelf” at an annual 
rate of $9.3 billion. In the first quar- 
ister of this year there was a rise in 
inventories at an annual rate of $3 
billion. This is an enormous swing, 
and if the accumulation of inven- 
tories continues it will add great 
strength to the recovery.

And early detection of trouble 
saves money — and anxiety — in the 
long run, 





“Not really Necessary”: Healthy 
men or women who say, “It’s not 
really necessary, I never felt better,” 
may be fooling themselves with other, 
deeper reasons, such as “It can't hap- 
pen to me,” “I haven’t the time, I’m 
too busy.” Or this may be a cover-up 
for fear, anxiety about cost, modesty, 
or embarrassment, which you won't 
even admit to yourself. Perhaps a 
checkup of a few years ago found 
you fit.

“Too Embarrassing”: Are you tw 
embarrassed to go for a checkup’ 
This is a more common reason among 
women than among men. Modesty 
is praiseworthy, but not when it 
means delay in possible diagnosis 0 
disease. Or perhaps you’re embarras 
sed to tell the doctor you’ve been har. 
boring a symptom longer than yo 
know is wise. You’re afraid of what he 
wil] think of you—or tell you. Many 
women still feel too modest about 
physical checkups. But a checkup 
is too important to allow embarrass 
ment or modesty to stand in the way. 
Tell your doctor how you feel. He 
will do his sympathetic best to keep 
your checkup from being unpleasant
